ANNUAL  REPORT,  1914. 


Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  fifth  Annual  Report.  The  chief 
features  that  present  themselves  are  the  falling  death-rate  and  the 
increasing  birth-rate.  Infectious  diseases  have  been  somewhat  more 
prevalent  than  in  the  five  preceding  years,  but  nearly  all  the  cases 
contracted  the  disease  outside  the  district. 


Birth-Rate. 


The  births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  6o,  as  compared 
with  46  and  51  respectively  in  the  two  previous  years,  and  consist  of 
31  males  and  29  females.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  not  one 
of  these  is  illegitimate.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  birth-rate  of 
25.4  per  1,000 — a considerable  increase  on  the  average  for  the  last 
five  years. 


Death-Rate. 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  was 
26,  as  compared  with  28  and  37  respectively  in  the  two  previous  years, 
and  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  ii  per  1,000.  One-half 
of  the  number  of  deaths  are  of  people  over  70  years  of  age,  six  of  these 
over  80.  In  spite  of  the  advanced  age  of  a great  number  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, the  death-rate  is  very  low.  No  death  has  occurred  of  any 
young  person  between  the  age  of  one  year  and  twenty-five. 


Infantile  Mortality. 


The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  been  adopted  in  the  district,  and 
came  into  operation  on  February  24th.  This  is  a step  in  the  right 
direction,  as  the  County  Council  has  provided  a Maternity  and  Infant 
Health  Visitor  and  a Superintendent  of  Midwives.  Four  deaths  have 
occurred  amongst  children  under  twelve  months  of  age,  but  three  of 
this  number  were  caused  by  congenital  weakness.  We  have  a death- 
rate  of  86  per  1,000  births,  which  is  low.  No  case  of  opthalmia 
neonatorum  has  occurred  during  the  year. 
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Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. 

One  death  only  has  occurred  from  zymotic  disease,  that  of  a woman 
at  Barby  from  typhoid  fever.  This  gives  the  zymotic  death-rate  at 
0.4  per  1,000.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and 
only  one  from  cancer,  as  compared  with  four  each  in  the  two  previous 
years.  No  death  has  occurred  from  accident  or  violence. 


Elementary  Schools. 

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  record  that  on  account  of  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  Crick  Elementary  Schools  new  ones  are  now  in  process 
of  construction,  and  ought  to  be  fit  to  be  utilised  in  the  course  of  a few 
months.  Non-notifiable  disease  amongst  school  children  has  been 
more  prevalent  this  year  than  in  the  five  previous  years.  Scabies  at 
Lilbourne  School  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  The  Barby  School  was 
closed  for  mumps  from  October  8th  to  26th.  Several  cases  of  mumps 
occurred  at  Kilsby  and  a few  at  Crick  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
schools  at  Lilbourne,  Yelvertoft,  Kilsby,  and  Barby  are  all  in  a satis- 
factory condition. 


Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  12  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  been  reported. 
Of  this  number  five  typhoid  cases  occurred  in  one  house  at  Barby. 
The  house  occupied  by  the  family  was  found  in  a very  dirty  and  unsatis- 
factory condition,  due  in  great  part  to  the  want  of  cleanliness  on  the 
part  of  the  occupants.  All  the  cases  were  removed — four  to  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Harborough  Magna,  and  the  other  case 
to  the  General  Hospital.  Thorough  disinfection  was  carried  out  after 
the  removal  of  the  occupants,  and  the  house  has  not  been  tenanted  since. 
Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  Lilbourne,  contracted  outside  the 
district.  Three  cases  of  diphtheria  at  Barby,  also  contracted  from 
the  neighbouring  district.  One  of  these  was  removed  to  the  Hospital. 
The  other  cases  were  treated  at  home,  the  procedure  adopted  being 
isolation,  printed  instructions,  and  thorough  disinfection  and  destruc- 
tion by  burning  of  soiled  bedding.  One  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
occurred  at  Lilbourne,  and  resulted  in  death.  The  other  at  Kilsby. 
This  patient  was  treated  in  the  Sanatorium,  and  has  so  far  recovered 
as  to  be  passed  medically  fit  into  the  Army.  Another  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  died  at  Barby  in  the  open-air  shelter.  The  only  other 
infectious  disease  in  the  district  was  one  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  of  a 
very  chronic  nature,  and  this  man  sleeps  in  an  open-air  shelter. 


Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1912. 

Only  one  case  has  been  notified  under  Article  VH.  (a),  and  has  already 
been  included  in  the  returns. 

Spit  bottles,  printed  instructions,  disinfectants,  isolation  and 
disinfection  by  formalin  fumigation  are  the  means  adopted. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  visited,  and  the  limewashing 
has  been  carried  out  periodically. 
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The  slaughter-houses,  too,  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

A new  length  of  sewer  at  Kilsby  has  been  laid  down. 

It  would  be  a great  boon  to  a good  number  of  the  cottage  inhabitants 
of  Barby  if  a scavenging  cart  went  round  periodically  to  collect  the 
pail  and  ash-bin  contents. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  igio.

and  the  defects  remedied  in  26  of  this  number. 

Three  representations  have  been  made  respecting  two  houses  at 
Barby  and  one  at  Lilbourne.  One  at  Barby  has  been  demolished, 
the  other  at  Barby  is  unoccupied,  and  the  one  at  Lilbourne  has  been 
rendered  habitable. 

Two  cottages  have  been  demolished  at  Kilsby.  During  the  year  no 
new  cottages  have  been  built.  After  an  inquiry  by  Mr.  Courtney 
Clifton,  Local  Government  Board  Inspector,  it  was  suggested  that  six 
cottages  be  built  at  Crick,  four  at  Kilsby,  and  three  at  Barby.  Owing 
to  the  difficulty  of  getting  suitable  sites  with  a good  available  water 
supply,  no  houses  have  as  yet  been  erected.  A suitable  site,  after  a 
considerable  amount  of  trouble,  has  been  obtained  at  Crick,  and  an 
application  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  a loan  has  been  made, 
but  at  present  the  water  obtainable  is  not  fit  for  drinking  purposes. 
The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  obtained  from  surface  wells. 

A small  house  and  shop  have  been  built  at  Kilsby,  and  two  work- 
men’s cottages  are  in  process  of  erection  in  the  same  village. 

Only  one  closing  order  has  been  made.  Several  other  houses  are  not 
fit  for  habitation. 

Since  the  passing  of  the  above  Act  the  whole  district  shows  a marked 
improvement,  but  there  still  remains  much  to  be  done.  The  great 
difficulty  appears  to  be  the  inability  to  repair  cottage  property  by  small 
owners,  who  have  not  the  necessary  means.  The  chief  defects  found  to 
exist  have  been  dampness,  want  of  cleanliness,  defective  light  and 
ventilation,  unpaved  yards,  and  absence  of  proper  receptacles  for  ashes 
and  house  refuse.  Water  closets  where  possible  and  the  pail  system 
are  the  means  adopted  in  the  district.

Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Report, 
with  summary,  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year  1914. 

Inspection  of  District. 

As  in  previous  years,  periodical  and  systematic  inspections  have  been 
made  in  various  parts  of  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  many 
Acts,  Orders,  Regulations,  Bye-Laws,  etc.,  in  force  ifi  the  district. 

The  following  summary  will  give  the  numbers  of  the  principal  works 
which  have  been  carried  out : — Houses  or  parts  of  houses  cleansed  and 
repaired,  21  ; improved  light  and  ventilation  in  bedroom  and  pantries, 
8 ; roofs  repaired,  7 ; new  privies  built,  2 ; privy  middens  converted 
into  pail  or  water  closets,  8 ; court  yards  repaired  or  repaved,  7 ; new 
drains  laid,  trapped,  etc.,  7 ; wells  cleaned  out  and  protected  against 
surface  pollution,  3 ; new  pumps  fixed,  2 ; ash-bins  provided,  2 ; 
offensive  accumulations  removed,  ii  ; new  sink  troughs  provided,  i ; 
houses  disinfected  after  infectious  illness,  8 ; bakehouses  limewashed 
half-yearly,  6 ; slaughter-houses  limewashed  quarterly,  6 ; total,  89. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889. 

Twelve  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  viz.  : 
Three  cases  of  diphtheria,  five  of  scarlet  fever,  and  four  of  enteric  fever. 
Five  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Water  Supplies, 

Four  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analyses,  two  of  which  were 
reported  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

A certificate  under  the  Public  Health  Water  Act,  1878,  was  granted 
for  a new  house  at  Kilsby. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

Twenty-four  boats  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  two  con- 
traventions were  met  with.  Notices  were  issued  and  duly  complied 
with.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the  boats. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

There  are  four  persons  licensed  under  the  Acts,  whose  premises  have 
been  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in  accordance  with  your  require- 
ments. Two  new  licenses  were  issued  during  the  year. 
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Slaughter-Houses. 


( 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  in  use  is  the  same  as  last  year  (six). 
Visits  at  irregular  intervals  have  been  made,  and  the  premises  generally 
found  in  a satisfactory  state.  The  quarterly  cleansing  and  limewashing 
of  slaughter-houses  has  been  well  maintained. 

No  unsound  food  was  met  with  during  the  year, 


Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

There  are  27  workshops,  including  six  bakehouses,  on  the  register  at 
the  close  of  the  year. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  and  the  limewashing  of  bakehouses 
carried  out  twice  during  the  year. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Order. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  several  cow-houses,  and  the  periodical 
limewashing  of  cow-houses  has  been  well  maintained. 

The  number  of  persons  registered  is  the  same  as  last  year  (15). 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 


Fifty-eight  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year.  In  each  case  a 
detailed  report  was  submitted  to  you  and  sent  to  the  respective  owners. 
A demolition  order  was  issued  in  respect  of  a cottage  at  Crick,  late  in  the 
occupation  of  Mrs.  Caroline  Pike,  but  has  not  been  enforced. 

Representation  was  made  to  you  in  respect  of  a dilapidated  cottage 
at  Barby  (unoccupied),  and  a closing  order  was  made. 

Two  houses  at  Kilsby  belonging  to  the  Co-operative  Society  were 
voluntarily  closed  and  demolished. 

Twenty-one  houses  have  been,  or  were  being  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
repaired.
